Salt Highways | 


New Method May Solve The High 
Cost Of Building Roads 

Common salt may solve the high} 
cost of highways. In an interview | 
in Winnipeg, R. M. Rowat, of Wind- 
Ontario, well-known Canadian 
research chemist, reports the success-| 
ful construction of test stretches of 
‘salt highways” at more than 12 
Ontario points. Over 200 miles of | 
these roads have been built to date 
in the United States.

In his interview, Mr. Rowat em-| 
phasized the fact that the develop-| 
ment was still in the experimental | 
stage. The aim is to produce a hard, | 
durable and dustless road surface,
